W. G JOHNSTON 
PASSES ‘AWAY 


Labor Member of Provincial 
Legislature for Medicine Hat 
Dies at Home. 


ILL TWO MONTHS 


Leaders of Parties in City Pay 
Tribute to Deceased—Is 
Widely Mourned. 


MEDICINE HAT, Alta., June 7.— 
W. G. Johnston, Medicine Hat's Labor 
member in the Alberta legislature, 
died at his home here Saturday night, 
after two months’ {llness, Just at the 
close of tho last session, he had to 
leave the iegislature on account of 
acute cardiac complications and was 
never agin able to leave his resi- 
dence. He was a native of Scotland, 
coming here with his parents some 
30 years ago and entering the employ 


of the C P.R. as a passenger en- 
gineer. 
Mr. Johnston was well known tn 


provincial political circles and the 
news of his untimely death was met 
here with expressions of sincere re- 


He was elected jabor member in 
1921 and since that time has sat in 


labor members, He was generally 
considered one of the most able men 
in his party. J 

Government leaders when inter- 
viewed last night stressed the fact 
that the deceased was one of the most 
valuabie members in the house. 

On Sunday the flag on the legisla- 
ture building wae flown at half mast. 

Acting Premier the Hon. George 
Hoadley in speaking in behalf of the 
government said: 

Regrets Passing 

“The government greatly regrets 
the untimely passing of Mr. John- 
ston who was a young man and very 
active in his party. He was one of the 
laiure. At the outset he was con- 
sessions regularly, and never ad- 
dressed the house unless he had for 
the consideration of the members a 
matter of vital importance. I have 
known him as a friend for some 


“His passing will not only be great- 
ly regretted by his friends in Medi- 
cine Hat constituency which he so

“The sympathy of the government 
is also extended to Mrs. Johnston in 
her bereavement,” 

The Hon, Chas, Mitchell, leader of 
the opposition expressed deep sym- 
pathy over the news of the death of 
Mr. Johnston,

“In the death of W. G. Johnston, 
the legislature loses one of its most 
valuable members, 

“IT have had ai long personal 
tequaintance with the late Mr. John- 
ston, and have always appreciated 
his sterling qualities. He gave strict 
attention to his duties as a member 
of the legislature, where his volce 
was frequently heard in debate of 
high order and in the district which 
he so well represented, he gave un- 
sparingly of his time and energy. 

“The Liberal members jndividually 
and collectively regarded his fairness 
and moderation in debate and <ction, 
not only as an acquisition to the leg- 
islature, but as a source of strength 
to his chosen party. 

“We extend our keenest sympathy 
to the bereaved family." 

The Hon. Vernor Smith said: 

“Il always regarded Mr. Johnston 
as an able legislator. He was honor- 
able, ambitious and very  straight- 
forward. His passing will be a dis- 
tinct loss to the district in which he 
lived, as well as to the province."

ZULU WARRIORS 
HOLD DANCE IN 


Five Thousand Men Selected 
to Take Part in Unusual 
Performance. 


EVENT PROVIDES 
STRIKING PICTURE 


Participants, by Terrifying 
Yells and Dirge-Like Sing- 
ing Become Frenzied. 


ESHOWE, Zululand, June 7.— 
Never in his warted experiences has 
the Prince of Wales witnessed such 
an extraordinary spectacle as pre- 
sented for his delegation yesterday. 
For days past Zulu warriors have been 
streaming hither from distant parts 
in seemingly endless lines for the 
great indaba and war dance in honor 
of the son of their king. The war- 
riors were accompanied by many of 
their women folk to spur the dancers 
to excel themselves. 

When the prince's party took thetr 
seats on the parade ground the great 
gathering of warrior braves stretched 


000 picked warriors of the finest 
physical proportions, lithe and naked 
except for sporrans of leopard skin, 
were drawn up in the foreground for 
half a mile, six men deep, to per- 
forma the dance. 

They formed a_ striking picture 
with enormous spreading headdresses 
of black feathers measuring a yard 
across. With strange gyrations and 
contortions the dancers worked them- 
selves into a complete frenzy, ac- 
companied by terrifying yells and 
dirge-like singing of the women, The 
dance culminated in the advance of 
the whole line, with shields aloft 
covering the faces of the warriors, 
who, in an apparently inpenetrable 
mass, rushed to within a yard of 
where the royal party sat. 


NEW POLICE FORCE 
TO BE ORGANIZED 


VANCOUVER, June 7—The Sunday 
Province says: 

“During this summer Canada will 
organize an administration body and 
police for all the islands that have 
been discovered in the Arctic region 
and which the Dominion claims as 
part of this country. For this pur- 
pose, George P. MacKenzie, gold com- 
missioner of the Yukon, who has ar- 
rived from the North, has been given 
an assignment that, in point of terri- 
tory over which he becomes the 
chief executive, is the most expansive 
that has been placed under the furis- 
diction of any person heretofore, for 
it embraces the Arctic on the Atlantic 
ocean side aswell as on the Pacific. 
The first expedition to bring order 
into the Arctic outposts and to report 
on the natural resources of the far off 
Canadian possessions, will leave on 
July 1, under the leadership of Mr. 
MacKenzie who will have a staff of 
geologists and other experts in his 
party. 

“kon route to Ottawa to complete 
the preparations for the first expe- 
dition, which will be by vessel to the 
north Atlantic, Mr. MacKenzie has ar- 
rived here. 

“While he would not deny the new 
undertaking to which he has been 
assigned, Mr. MacKenzie had nothing 
to say regarding the details of the 
government's plans for the adminis- 
tration of the new territory."’ 


MAKES SUGGESTION 
RE FREIGHT RATES 


VICTORIA, B.C., June 7-—Premier 
Oliver announced yesterday that he 
had telegraphed Premier King and 
members of the federal government, 
urging that the Crow's Nest rates on 
grain and flour should apply westward 
as well as castward. 

Such is the policy of the British Co- 
lumbia government, he said. This tel- 
egram was+sent to Ottawa following 
the receipt here of a message from 
Hon. J. H. King in which he expiain- 
ed that the railway board has been 
asked to review the entire freight 
rates structure at the earliest possible 
date, the only reservation being that 
grain and flour moving eastward shall 
retain as a maximum rate the present 
Crow's Nest rate. 


MINERS WALK OUT 
NANAIMO, B, C., June 7.—Feollow- 
ing a mass meeting of miners of the 
Western Fuel Company Saturday 
which rejectef the request of the 
company for @ wage reduction of 60 
cents a gay, the employees, number- 
ing 1.300 quit work and will remain 
until the company makes @ move to 
negotiate. 

Arrangements have been made to 
keep the mines from flooding through 
efforts of a maintenance committee 
under direction of the company, 


TRAIN IS DERAILED 

REGINA, June 7,.—Train number 
one of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
was derailed this morning a few 
miles east of Broadview, Saak., caus- 
ing a delay of 19 hours, The derati- 
ment was due to the engine striking 
a horse that attempted to cross the 
track throwing the engine and two 
baggage cars from the track and 
slightly injuring both engineer and 
fireman, None of the passenger cars 
left the rails, No passengers were in- 
jured. 


ISLAND HARBORING BRIGANDS 


ATHENS, June 7.--A_ Greek naval 
squadron today surrounded the isiand 
of Samos, lying off the west coast of 
Asia Minor, which is in the hands of 
two brigands, the Vafiados brothers, 
and their adherents. 

Troops will be landed on the island 
tonight to put down the uprising. 

The revolutionaries have demanded 
the resignation of the government and 
the election of a new assembly. They 
have liberated al] prisoners who have 
joined them in the revolt and also 
have seized the funds of the treasury 
of the island, 

The island of Samo fell into the 


hands of the two brigands and their 
followers yesterday. They took the 
nuthorities prisoner, occupied the

DEATH CLAIM 
COL DENNISON 


|Famous Toronto Police Magis- 
| trate Dies at a Ripe Old 
| Age. 


_ CAREER DISTINGUISHED

Awarded Prize for Best Work 


on Military Operations on 
Horseback. 


TORONTO, June 17.—-Col. George 
| Taylor Dennison, LL.B., F.R.S.C., for 
|many years police magistrate of Tor- 
onto, died iast night, He was well 
known as a writer of military sub- 
jects and was at one time president 


of the Canadian Military inatitute 
He sad service during the Fenian 
Kuids and the Northwest Rebellion. 


The late Col. Dennison was born 
in Toronto in 18388. His preliminary 
education was received at Upper 
Canada College. Upon completion of 
his course he entered Toronto Unt- 
versity from which institution he re- 
ceived the degree of LL.B, in 1861, 
He was called to the bar the same 
year and commenced the practice of 
his profession with his brother, 
Lieut.-Coi, F, C, Dennison, C.M.G,, 
M.P. At this time also he took con- 
siderable interest in civic politics, at- 
taining finally the post of alderman 
in 1865 and serving in it for three 
years. In 1872 and 18738 his studies 
took him to England on behalf of 
Ontario government immigration 
schemes. Although born a Conserva- 
tive, (Col. Dennison left the party 
after the first Red River rebellion 
because, like other members of Can- 
ada’s first party, he was dissatisfied 
with the action of the Dominion 
overnment in this matter, He ran 
or the house of commons as Liberal 
candidate for the constituency of 
Algoma in 1872 but was defeated by 
the late Hon. J. B. Robinson by «a 
majority of 80 votes. 

Appointed MaBistrate 

It was in 1877, however, that Col. 
Dennison entered upon the phase of 
his career which brought him his 
greatest share of local fame. In that 
year he was appointed police magis- 
trate and commenged = discharging 
the duties of that office In the dis- 
tinctive manner which has since be- 
come associated with his 44-year 


tenure of the position, 
His military career began in 1856 
when he was gazetted cornet in the 


governor-general’s bodyguard. Pro- 
motion came quickly, he was captain 
in 1867, major in 1862, and lieuten- 
ant-colonel in 1866 when the Fenian 
Raids were agitating the public mind, 
He gervyed ‘with distinction in the 
Fenian troubles. When the North- 
west rebellion broke ovt in 1885 he 
went out against it and rendered 
valuable service, so much so that he 
was mentioned in dispatches and re- 
ceived a medal, 

His crowning military achievement, 
however, was his winning of the 
Czar's prize of four thousand dollars 
for the best work on military oper- 
ations on horseback in all ages and 
lands, ,

VANCOUVER June 7A eixty page 
statement from a Vancouver woman 
who claims to have witnessed the 
events surroveding the actual killing 
of Janet Smith, Scottish nurse maid 
in Vancouver last July, was received 
by Hon. A. M. Manson, attorney-mwen- 
eral, Saturday, from officers of the 
provincial police. 

In a statement he issued, Mr, Man- 
som declared that the woman's amaz- 
ing statement, which was not an af- 
fidavit, and not made under oath, 
would he investigated immediately hy 
the police, but he added that in the 
meantime it would be unwise to re- 
veal the precise contents of the docu- 
ment. 

It Is usderstood, however, that the 
woman-~whose name Mr Manson also 
withheld-— asserts that while she did 
not actudlly witness the killing of the 
Scottish nurse maid she witnessed 
events which led up to it and also saw 
what followed. 

Mr. Manson's reason for withholding 
the statement and the name of the 
woman who made it, is that the reve- 
lation of these facts would interfere 
seriously with the investigation which 
the police are conducting into the new 
turn of events, without such an inves- 
tigation, it would be absolutely ‘6 4- 
vigable to take any proceedings on the 
basis of the woman's allegations in 
view of the attorney-general's depart- 
ment.

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WHAT ARE FACTS TO A, THEORIST? 

For the year ending April d0th imports into 
Canada fell away 89 millions, gnd exports from 
Canada ~inereased 39 millions, The exports 
amounted to 1,080 millions and the imports to 
795 millions. The balance of trade was thus 
nearly 300 millions in our favor. These are the 
conditions Mr. Meighen and his friends used to 
tell us would spel! prosperity. But now~he says 
they do not mean anything, and that as a nation 
we are terribly hard up and getting no better. 
Your fiscal theorist is never to be embarrassed 
by facts. When they upset his previous calcu- 
jations he just ignores them and goes ahead 
propounding his theory with the enthusiusm and 
finality of @ religious fanatic. 


THE FRUITS OF MISDIRECTED MERCY. 

The Crown prosecutor for Winnipeg says he 
would like to abolish the use of the lash, avoid 
putticg the ‘‘stigma’’ of a jail sentence on law- 
breakers, and introduce the spanking machine as 
a corrective for offenders. It is to be supposed 
that he is referring to the treatment of juvenile 
or vouthful offenders, and something is to be said 
for the policy of dealing with them as erring 
children rather than as out-and-out rogues. 

But for the ‘‘hardened”’ offender it is not less 
of the lash, but more of it, that is required. A 
youth may be misled once, but not twice. When 
a man commits a second crime, young or old, he 
ceases to be an appropriate subject fer *‘cod- 
dling.’’ To treat him as nothing worse than way- 
ward is only to encourage him in trying to get @ 
living without work or in the indulgence of evil 
passions. There would be fewer bandits roaming 
around the country today, and fewer cold-blooded 
murders and outrages, if the sentiment of merey 
which may properly be extended to a foolish boy 
had not also in many cases allowed to 
cheat. downright criminals of the just reward for 
their previous crimes, 


PUBLIC SERVICE AT PRIVATE COST? 

Premier King says he has been having trou- 
ble to find some one who is wiiling to take the 
job of ambassador at Washington, because of the 
expense of keeping up the style the position calls 
for. In other words it is not a representative 
Canadian who is wahted for the post, but a mil- 
lionaire who is willing to be made the *‘goat.’’ 
Canada is not in that respect different from other 
countries. Most of them pay their foreign repre- 
sentatives salaries which do not cover living ex- 
penses, and the luckless appointees have to go 
down in their pockets for the cost of attending 
to the bufiness of their ungrateful eountries. 

If Canada is to have an ambassador at Wash- 
ington why not set a new pace in such matters, 
and honestly pay him his expenses, plus a decent 
salary, out of the publie funds. If the job is worth 
ittending to the oecupant is worthy of his hire— 
and the cost of putting on the necessary ‘‘side.”’ 
If the country can't afford to pay for the service 
then it does not require the service, and miglit 
Jeave matters as they are without material loss 
Fither the ambassadorship is a business appoint 
ment of merely a social frill. In the former case 
the country should pay. In the latter event the 
luxury ean be done without.

SERVING NOTICE ON BERLIN. 

The new Allied note to Germany may or may 
not convince Hidenburg and his advisers that 
they had better conform to the disarmament 
clauses of the Treaty of Vervailles. Whether they 
do so or not will depend upon the measure of 
theiy anxiety to get the Allied troops out of 
Cologne, and the extent to which they believe 
that the troops will stay there until the demand: 
are complied with. 

But ‘the document cannot do other than con- 
vince the people of the Allied countries that to 
evacuate Cologne in the circumstances would be au 
act of collossa!l folly. Germany, by the showing 
of this note, can transform itself from a country 
at peace to a nation in arms on short notice, It 
might not do that if Cologne were evacuated. 
Kut Berlin would very properly conclude from 
the withdrawal! that it could ignore any other 
sections of the Treaty of Versailles to which it 
takes exception. 

France has done a service to the consolidation 
of the war settlement, to the vindication of 
treaty obligations, and to the security of Kurope, 
jin standing out against the withdrawa! of troops 
until these breaches of the spirit and letter of the 
Treaty have been remedied. And in backing the 
French demand Britain gives timely notiee that 
it is not abandoning its friends to oblige its late 
chemies. 

A NEW DEAL IN FREIGHT RATES. 

The Domirion Government has instructed the 
Railway commission to make a*thorough investi 
gation into the freight rate question. with a view 
te & general overhaul of rate schedules which 
wilhwo far as practicable establish equality of 
charges for similar service in all parts of the 
country.. That the board may be free to make the 
enquiry complete, legislation is to be enacted 
which will assert the jurisdietion of that body 
over all freight rutes, despite standing agree. 
ments. With the single exception, however, that 
the rates on grain and flour fixed by the Crow's 
Nest agreement are not to be exceeded, 

This action is the result of the appeal laid by 
the prairie provinces against the order of the 
Commission which set aside the Crow's Nest ar 
rangement. The Supreme Court having decided 
that the Commission had power to do what it did, 
the Provinciai Governments petitioned the Domin. 
ion Government for protection in what they re. 
garded as a contractual right, The contention of 
the local authorities is not conceded, that the 
Crow's Nest agreement is to be preserved, The 
prosent rates on grain and flour are not to be 
tampered with, but otherwise the provisions of 
the agreement are not to hold against a decision 
of the Commission in future. 

The annulling of a contract means the same 


thing in itself, by whatever authority it is done. 
But it is not without importance that the Crow's 
Nest agreement is to be annulled by act of Par 
liament, instead of by edict of the Railway Com- 
mission. That is an indirect declaration by the 
law-making body that the Commission had no 
power, or was not intended to have power, to 
over-ride the agreement. And the agreement is 
being cancelled by Parliament as cne step toward 
& general revision of freight rates into keeping 
with the requirements and conditions cf the time. 

In protesting the off-hand disallowance of the 
agreement by the Commission the Western prov- 
inces have thus brought about, or helped to bring 
ubout, a complete re-examination and readjust- 
ment of the whole structure of freight rates, and 
frem that process the prairie people are entitled 
to expect a more, and not less, equitable distribu- 
tion of charges. Instead of simply surrendering 
the Crow's Nest concessions on order of the Com- 
mission, and with no guarantee of a compensating 
rearrangement of rates generally, the agreement 
has been made a lever by which to bring about 
such readjustment. 

This general overhaul of rates will end the 
territorial discrimination in rates which the C.P.R. 
has held itself entitled to create under the terms 
of the Crow's Nest bargain. The Crow’s Nest 
rates have been held to apply only to points on 
C.P.R, lines in operation when that agreement 
was made. -Whatever rates are established as the 
result of the cancellation of the agreement and 
the general revision of charges, will apply to all 
points. The northerly half of the prairie zone will 
thus be freed of the disproportionate charges to 
which it has been subject because of the interpre- 
tation placed upon the agreement. 

A general revision of rates will not mean 
cheaper rates everywhere and on every kind of 
commodities. It will be well to recognize that fact 
clearly and remember it. It may be that rates 
will have to go up in some sections or on some 
hinds of goods. The railways cannot live without 
revenue. Service has to be paid for, and is worth 
paying for. There is no use building up hopes 
that a millennium or merely nominal freight rates 
ix aboutto dawn. That simply cannot be. A fifty- 
million dollar deficit on the Canadian National is 
sufficient bar to such expectations. 

_ Next to low rates, equalized rates take rank 
in Importance, and the revision is to be made on 
the basis that people in all parts of the country 
should pay the same for the same kind and quan- 
tity of service. There can be no just objection to 
that principle anywhere or from any quarter. And 
to the people of this Province a revision on that 
basis must also mean lower rates so far as con- 
cerns the export of one of our most important 
products. If Crow’s Nest rates are to continue to 
apply on-grain shipped to Ft. William, and if 
tates are to be readjusted into propqrtion to the 
distance hauled, the rates on Alberta grain to 
\ ancouver and other Pacifie ports should be very 
substantially reduced. ij
